A SPINELESS GOVERNOR. 


And now we are informed by the dis- 
patches from Sacramento that all this fine 
talk about cutting down state expenses 
is going to amount to nothing whatever, 
presumably because the politicians and 
job-holders have scared our — spineless 
grandmother of a governor into backing 
up and quitting. 

It is estimated by the various state of- 
ficials that a saving of from $500,000 to 
$750,000 could be made in salaries alone, 
if the proposed merger of commissions 
which overlapped each other and doubled 
up uselessly, at terrible expense. But of 
eourse the salaried job-holder does not 
want to lose his soft snap of a job, and 
as he has some friends and some political 
pull, our jelly-fish of a chief executive 
has done just what hundreds of others be- 
fore him have done—laid down and vield- 
ed to political pressure. The people be 
damned, they can hold the bag. That is 
what the people are for. 

Rather than weaken his political ma- 
chine, the governor has sacrificed princi- 
ple and right. And sooner or later the, 
chicken will come home to roost. 


COMPETENT TESTIMONY. 


Ed Howe, many years editor and pub- 
lisher of the Atchison Globe, which ob- 
tained a national reputation because of 
Howe’s brilliant paragraphing, now pub- 
lishes a monthly journal devoted exclus- 
ively to his own writings. He is a life long 
citizen of Kansas, extremely conservative, 
and he offers the following opinion and 
testimony relative to how prohibition has 
worked out in the Sunflower state: 

“‘Men often say to me: ‘Of course | am 
not opposed to temperance, but I object 
to prohibition because it will lead to other 
objectionable things.’

Whisky is 
an evil as certainly as burglarly; it will 
benefit any community, state or nation, to 
get rid of it. And we are practically rid of 
it in Kansas. The people no longer discuss 
the question; they get along without whis- 
ky, and get along better than they did be- 
fore. That’s all there is to it.’’ 

The editor of the News can corroborate 
that testimony. We lived in Kansas for 
vears, before and after it went dry and 
know that >it is just as Mr. Howe states. 
The little children of those days are now 
the grown men who are running affairs. 
and don’t know 
what the inside of one looks like, and 
don’t want to know. They never aequired 
the habit of imbibing strong drink as we 
older fellows did, and therefore they have 
never been bothered with it. Take them as 
a rule and they would no more think of 
drinking whisky than they would of drink- 
ing rat poison. They are happy, contented, 
very prosperous, industrious, enjoy good 
health and are a thousand times better 
off than their fathers were before them, 

And so it will be in any state or any 
community. Our ehildren of today will 
grow up without the pernicious influence 
of strong drink, and therefore will never 
care for it or miss it, but .will escape all 
the baleful troubles, poverty, disgrace, ill 
health, shame, crime, heartaches.and head- 
aches which we of today have known.
